CONDITION Of W1NTEB WHE IT. 


An investigation of the condition 


of Winter wheat by the Statistical 
Division of the Department of Agri- 
culture, presents the crop, as a whole, 
as much below the status of last year 
in April. The northern belt was 
generally protected by a covering of 
snow, leaving the receipts in tict. 
Though the crops miglit be brown 
and lifeless in places between the 
Thirty-sixth and Fortieth Parallels of 
latitude, the condition was less uni- 
form and continuous, and freezing 
and thawing in March were destruc- 
tive in the more exposed situations 
and injurious generally in a greater 
or less degree—greatest in those por- 
tions of Indiana, Illinois, Missouri 
and Kansas where drought prevented 
early planting, and where rust was 
prevalent before the coming of Win- 
ter. In the areas south of the Thirty- 
sixth parallel the wheat is uninjured 
by the frost, and vigorous, even lux- 
uriant, in some districts. The ad- 
vantage of drilling is in all sections 
assented to. In C ilifornia the early 
crop is an assured success. Fears 
are entertained thut the prevailing 
north winds and the absence of the 
later rains may greatly reduce the 
yield of the less advanced portion of 
the crop. There is an apparent in- 
crease of about seven per cont in the 
area of Winter wheat sown, amount- 
ing in round numbers to one million 
and a half acres; though that portion 
of the Winter wheat killed and to be 
replanted in other crops may be 
oqual in the West to the enlarge- 
ment of the planted area. Tnis is 
small in the Middle States; consider- 
able in Kansas and Missouri; uropor 
tionately large in the Gulf States and
